dreadnoughts 
and six battle-cruisers. The new na­ 
val proposal therefore means that 
Japan plans to build two squadrons 
each to be composed of eight dread­ 
noughts and eight battle-cruisers, and 
two additional cruisers to fill out the 
present battle-cruiser fleet.

mereially. The diseovery of gold in 
Califomte had a marvelous effect np­ 
on natioAil prosperity, and immigra­ 
tion continued npon a larger acale 
than ever before .more immigrants 
coming between 1845 and 1855 than 
in the preceding twenty-five years.
